Two years ago, Father Aloysius Ellacuria, C.M.F. 
wrote to us that he was interested in founding a branch 
of the Claretian Conmunity to serve as Chaplains of the 
Blue Army of Our Lady throughout the world, and to 
foster perpetual adoration of the Blessed Sacrainent and 
perpetual veneration of the Immaculate Heart of Mary 
(the ultimate goals of the Fatima apostolate). 


With the permission of his Superiors, Father Ellacuria 
went to Fatima last year to begin this community with the 
permission of the bishop of Fatima and of the Claretian 
Superiors. 


As the idea of the Community developed, the General 
of the Claretians felt that it should be rather a separate 
Community than a branch of the Claretian. 


With the permission of the Bishop of Fatima, Father 
Aloysius tried to establish his new community at Fatima but 
found it virtually impossible because of the language 
difficulties and the distance for the handling of candidates 
from the United States. Therefore, while continuing to 
maintain a house at Fatima, Father Aloysius has thought 
to establish a Novitiate and eventually a Seminary here in 
the United States.
